DISHWASHERS 


An automatic dishwasher is “a 
dishwasher,a glass, pan, casserole: 
and silverware washer. It is not 
o water heater, garbage disposer, 
water softener or burned - food 
scraper. 

To work effectively the dish- 
washer must be provided with 
water between 140° and I60°F. 

Your automatic dishwasher will 
remove soft foods left on dishes 
but it will not remove hardened 
foods or will not dispose of hard 
objects such as bones, rinds and 
seeds. These hard objects can 
prevent the dishwasher from func- 
tioning properly. 

The dishwasher will not soften 
hard water, this must be done be- 
fore the water enters the dish- 
washer. If the water is not soft- 
ened the dishes will be left with 
water spots from mineral deposits. 

Hard food solids may be re- 
moved during the dishwashing pro- 
cess, but burned-on carbon can 
only be removed by some abrasive 
action, e.g. scouring pads. 

Load dishes according to man- 
ufacturer's instructions to prevent 
breaking, food soil remaining on 
them, insufficient rinsing which 
prevents them from drying Properly 
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Read the Use-and-Care Guide 
‘and follow instructions to get the 
best use of your automatic dish- 
washer. 


Maple Syrup Time 


Nothing could be a surer sign 
of spring than maple syrup time. 
If you get some fresh maple syrup 
this year (it's usually available 
at maple syrup festivals, public 
markets or specialty shops) home 
economists, Macdonald Institute, 
University of Guelph, give these 
pointers for storing it properly to 
retain the true maple flavor: 

I. If you are buying maple syrup 
in large quantities, divide it into 
smaller containers for storing. 
Heat the syrup to 180°F; fill ster- 
ilized jars to overflowing; seal 
tightly and store in a cool place. 
If you wish to store the syrup for 
some time, it may be frozen, but 
leave a headspace in the contain- 
er. 

2. Once the container is opened 
keep it in the refrigerator. 

3. If asugary crust forms, heat 
gently until the crystals dissolve. 
4. If a mold develops, skim the 
surface to adepth that is free from 
tainted flavor. 

5. To freshen syrup that has been 
stored for some time, add a little 
water and reheat to the boiling 
point.

8 to 10 graham crackers 
4 cup butter 


4 apples, cored, paredandsliced 
cup maple syrup 

Roll graham crackers until 
crumbly. Soften butter and mix 
thoroughly with graham crumbs. 
Butter an oven dish and place 
sliced apples on bottom of dish. 
Pour maple syrup over apples. 
Add crumb mixture. Bake at 325°F 
for 25 minutes. Serve with ice- 
cream or cream.

The statistics show up in a fat 
new volume entitled Market Re- 
search Handbook, published re- 
cently by Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. 

The 645-page book, on sale 
for $5, packs in a broad range of 
production and consumption data, 
including some previously unpub- 
lished figures for 1968. Populat- 
ion profiles are provided for hun- 
dreds of small regions. 

Charts show that four out of 
every 100 Canadian households 
lack any piped water inside the 
home, while fewer than three out 
of 100 households lack an electric 
refrigerator. 

More than five out of 100 
households have only cold run- 
ning water, but fewer than five 
out of 100 do without TV. 

The book shows these facts

about the 5,394,000 Canadian 
households in 1968: 

= 215,000 households without 
piped water indoors, 272,000 with 
cold piped water only.

Tyendinaga Mohawk Reserve 
is still searching for a solution to 
their fire protection problem for 
its estimated 400 householders. 

Since Deseronto withdrew its 
protection on March 4th because 
of economic reasons, there have 
been two fires on the reserve. A 
vacant house burned down on the 
Slash Road last Wednesday and 
on Monday, a house and all its 
belongings, occupied by Mr. and 
Mrs. Delbert Mowbray was com= 
pletely destroyed by fire. 

At present, the Mohawks are 
awaiting possible solutions on 
two government levels. 

The Department of Indian Af- 
fairs now is contemplating pur- 
chase of a suitable truck for the 
Reserve. 

Meantime, a request for fire 
Protection has been placed be- 
fore Thurlow township council. 

Deseronto's main piece of fire 
equipment isa truck now about 
15 years old. 

If the vehicle is called out of 
fown, the only equipment left 
for Deseronto's Protection isa 
vehicle dating from about 1937. 
Because of its age, maintenance 
is now a problem. 

If Indian Affairs can get a 
truck for the Reserve, a volun-

Detergent Pollution’ 


Pollution is the introduction 
nto the environment of any mat- 
erial which hampers the life cy- 
cle of man and the creatures who 
live on the earth 

For the purposes of this article 
we will just look at one type of 
pollution - that of detergents or | 
better known as phosphate pol- | 
lution 

Detergents do not directly | 
pollute a body of water. They 


nutrients or fertilizers to 


act as 
algae. The various forms of al-| 
goe such as moss, weeds, and 


other green growth serve a defin- | 
ite purpose in nature to keep | 
water alive and fresh. However, | 
over-production of this type of | 
plant life can also destroy fresh 
water by using excessive amounts 
of oxygen. 

By killing our fresh water, we 
will eventually kill ourselves. 
This dying process will take time 
and we may not see it in our gen-| 
eration, but it will happen. if |

There are three main sources 
of general pollution in our water 
- human, animal and industrial. 
The industrial contribution to 
phosphate pollution is minimal. 


our 
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Human and animal excrement 
contain a high percentage of phos= 
phorus. Raw sewage placed in 
fresh waters is one of the 
major sources of pollution. Man- 
ure spread on a frozen field will 
run off as surface water in the 
spring - another major source of 
phosphate pollution. 

The increase in phosphate con- 
centration at sewage plants is 
between 2 or 3 times what it was 
before detergents came on the 
market about 1940.

Ontario Considering 
Full Pay to Doctors 


The Ontario government is 
still considering paying 100 per 
cent of doctors' bills under the 
Ontario Health Services Insur- 
ance Plan, Health Minister Thom- 
as Wells said Sunday night. 

"We haven't arrived at any de- 
finite answer yet," he said on the 
CFRB radio show Let's Discuss It. 
"I can still think of as many rea- 
sons for paying 100 per cent as 
(the present) 90 per cent". 

He said most of OHSIP's pro- 
blems have been ironed out and 
75,000 claims are processed daily 

"Even if only one or two per 
cent go sour we have 10,000 to 
15,000 people complaining. And 
we hear from them". 


Mr. Wells said lack of stan- 
dardization in doctors' billing 
procedures is a big problem but 
the government is not prepared to 
enforce “dictatorially" astandard 
pattern. 


Mr. Wells said the government 
feels responsible for provision of 
medical care in rural areas be- 
cause the majority of people be- 
long to OHSIP. But he said the 
best solution would probably be 
clinics serving areas witha 75 
mile radius, rather than the old- 
fashioned family doctor. 

The provision of nursing home 
care is "a matter of urgency", he 
said, and the government has two 
committees working on it.

Read Pesticide Labels 


There's an old saying about 
taking horses to water but not 
being able to make them drink. 
Today that proverb could be alter- 
ed to read, "You can put a label 
ona pesticide bottle, but you 
can't make people read it". Which 
isa pity, because those labels 
should be read. 

Professor C. B. Kelly, Depart- 
ment of Botany, University of 
Guelph, points out that it's just 
plain commonsense to read the 
instructions on a pesticide con- 
tainer before the contents are 
used. It is the user's responsibil- 
ity to read the label and protect 
his family and his operation from 
possible harm. 

The information on the label, 
says Professor Kelly, must be ap- 
proved by the Canada Department 
of Agriculture before the product 
con be offered for sale and reg- 
istered for use. The manufacturer 
must provide proof that the pro- 
duct is effective for the purpose 
claimed, and that it may be sofe- 
ly used when the instructions are 
followed.

Teachers Salary 
Increase 


The Hastings County Board of 
Education and the representatives 
of both the elementary and sec- 
ondary Teachers' Federation are 
pleased to announce a complete 
salary and fringe benefit settle- 
ment for the 1970-71 school year. 

This is the first suchsettlement 
to be negotiated inthe province 
and is aresult of concentrated and 
cooperative bargaining. The 
negotiations were conducted with 
respect and mutual understanding 
on the part of all groups. 

The resulting settlement, out- 
lined below, amounts to approx- 
imately on 8.5% increase over 
the 1969 salary and fringe bene- 
fit schedule. The trustees and 
teachers believe that this increase 
is legitimate and reveals the con- 
cern which is shared by both 
groups for the needs of teachers 
and the financial resources of the 
community. 

Teachers with basic degrees 
receive astarting salary of $7100 
ond o moximum of $11,500. The 
range increases with additional 
specializations so that an honor 
degree graduate has aminimum of 


$8800 and amaximum of $14,700. 
The annual increment for these 
teachers is $400. ‘ ree 

Non-degree teachers WI iS

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FERTILIZERS NOT 
MAJOR POLLUTANTS 


Hastings county's agricultural : 
representative, W. D. Tipper, has 
put phosphates in perspective in 
the entire environmental pollution 
scene. 

Runoff from agricultural land 
can't be blamed for the nutrient 
pollution of Ontario's lakes and 
rivers - at least not for the major 
part of it, he asserts. 

Mr. Tipper quotes a United 
States Department of the Interior 
report on Lake Erie, which says 
rural runoff accounts for only 17% 
of the phosphorus that reaches in- 
land watercourses. 

The 17% is contributed from 
rural industrial development, rural 
"urban type" developments, nat- 
ural resources, agricultural oper- 
ations and erosion. 

The agricultural representative} 
was commenting specifically on 
the phosphorus content of Moira 
Lake, only four per cent of which 
was attributed by the Ontario Wat 
er Resources Commission to Madoc 
village sewage. 

"Phosphorus applied to the soil 
(in the form of fertilizers), reacts 
very quickly to form compounds 
which are virtually insoluable in 
the soil, " he says. 

Only the top six inches of soil 
is worked in agricultural operat- 
ions, and an acre of soil of this 
depth would have about .04 to 
-06 pounds of phosphorus in sol- 
ution. 

"Unless the surface six inches 
of soil completely eroded away, 
this phosphorus would not pass on 
to the rivers," says Mr. Tipper. 

"However, phosphorus can move 
from the field asa result of soil 
erosion at the surface, but this is 
not to say that all soil, and there-

the soil, end up in the streams 
and rivers," he notes. 

Mr. Tipper provided figures 
from the University of Guelph to 
prove that "one would have to 
dump all the phosphorus used as 
fertilizer in Ontario in the Great 
Lakes for ten years to obtain an 
average concentration that would 
promote algae growth." 

Guelph estimates that more than 
190,000 tons of phosphorus was 
sold in Canada in 1968. If all 
this phosphorus reached surface 
waters, the average concentration 
would be .005 parts per million, 
much below the .05 parts per mil~ 
lion level required to support 
algae growth. 

If all the phosphorus sold as 
fertilizer in Ontario reached the 
Great Lakes it would also result 
in a phosphorus concentration of 
.005 parts per million. 

"The agricultural industry is 
concerned about pollution, "notes 
Mr. Tipper. "Pollution is every- 
body's business because everybody 
contributes one way or another to 
the problem.”

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HOMEMAKING HINTS 


If your butter is too hard to 
cream, a quick solution, say home 
economists at Macdonald Institute 
University of Guelph, is to shred 
the butter into a warmed bowl and 
then to cream. 

Cutting a cake into layers is 
simple using the method suggested 
by home economists at Macdon- 
ald Institute, University of Guelph 
Mark the height of the cut with 
toothpicks. Circle the cake at 
this level with a piece of thread. 
Cross the ends and pull the thread 
toward you. 

To tint coconut, home econ- 
omists at Macdonald Institute, 
University of Guelph, suggest 
this ‘jar' technique. Place about 
} cup coconut in a small jar,add 


a few drops of food coloring mix-| 
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ed with 1 tablespoon water. Cover 
and shake until the coconut is 
colored. 

To remove odors from jars or 
bottles, home economists at Mac- 
donald Institute, University of 
Guelph, suggest soaking them 
for several hours in a solution of 


baking'soda and water.
